By general consent It will be admitted that the greatest 


number of citizens of Reno who are now finding difficulty 
in reaching the business portion of the city are those1 re- 
siding in the southeastern section at the lower end of Mill 
stieet. Owing to an unfortunate platting of the city the 
streots leading to the river on the north and south sides do 
not coi respond In a way to make it possible to throw a 
biklge across at either Lake or Peavlne street for the ac- 
commodation of these people without purchasing private 
property for stieet purposes on the south side on .Mill 
street. Thpro lemains but tne alternative—the extension 
ot Second Sti oet to connect with North Street, thus malt- 
Ing a continuous highway of Second Street. 
' 


There is nn Inslpient movement on foot -to have the 


iron bridge carried xip the rlvei to cross at either West 
or Chestnut street, We believe the time is hardly ripp 
tot a crossing1 at that point for the reason that that sec- 
lion of the city is not built up sufficiently to Justify the 
work and the statute authorizing the Directors to select a 
site plainly states that "the convenience of the greatest 
number of people and general traffic shall govern the 
decision " 


As conditions ore now the people of the southeastern 


section of the city arc compelled to travel a roundabout 
way to ieach the business1 portion of the city or make 
use of the laihoad bridge by crossing on the ties, a dan- 
gerous and inconvenient alteinative which should not be 
forced upon them. To be sure there is the "cattle" bridge, 
but that is as bad as the Virginia stieet bridge In point 
ot convenience, as it forces traffic to come around by the 
way of the Flanigan Warehouse, thence up' Fourth street 
via 'Lake to Commercial Row. If the Board of Directors 
will heed the language and intent of the statute there ia 
but one section of the city which at present Is entitled to 
consideration and but one site which will meet the re- 
quirements— the extension of Second Street.

Sweet Voice of Nevada Boy Wins De- 


• served Applause From Large 
and 


• Appreciative Audience 


' "Silver Threads Among the Gold" 
are visible on the brow of Dick Jose, 
and that is why, or partly why tears 
were shed lasit evening when he sang 
that ballad of the heart. 
Jose has 


aiged greatly since his last appear- 
ance In this city. His hair has -whited 
and there is less of that youthful aban- 
don in his stage appearance, but his 
voice is jus>t as sweet and as cler\r 
as ever. 


It has more of the heart notes. Tt 


possesses: less than formerly the pow- 
er to compel applause from the shallow 
musical critics. Tears and ^suppressed 
breath are now the tributes to the 
ballad singing of Dick Jose. 


< In comic opera Jose would be little 
more than a commonplace. In "Par- 
sJfal" his voice would be as small as 
hie figure is ample 
But in the dear 


song's of other days and in the better 
class of the melodies of the present 
Mr. Jose finds himself in his correct 
environment. 


No studied articulation, gesture or 


trick of the trade is used to enthrall 
hia hearers, but the simple melody 
pours forth as from the throat of a 
bird and the heart of a man -who has 
suffered and who understands. 


It is many a year since R, J. Jose 


played the anvft chorus with a real 
anvil and a surey enough sledge ham- 
mer in Luke's blacksmith shop in this 
city, but the ring of the metal in 
the olden days was not more clear and 


musical than his voice rang out last 
night in the McKHssick opera house 
and the people waited 
with 
bated 


breath upon his tones. 


One song in particular brought his 


auditors into communion with 
the 


spirits invisible' that kneel 
at the 


shrine of the god of song. 


"Too Late"—a world of meaning in 


the woids, a universe of concept in 
the tones. The soft, insinuating m-1- 
ody awakened a. harsh response 'n 
the heart that rebelled against the 
fate that permitted of no morrow. 


Again and again the people called 


upon the singer and he 
anticipated 


their every wish. It was "Dear Old 
Girl' and 
"Goodbye 
Dolly 
Gray," 


that were most desired and the encores 
were forthcoming. 


The magical web spun by the "jweet 


singer of Reno enwrapt the hearts of 
all, 
especially when he sang by re- 


quest of several old friends the ballad 
that first gave him fame, "Belle Bran- 
don " 


If the principal had not been beyond 


compare, he would have had a danger- 
ous rival in his support. Miss Lucy 
J. Fuhrer, mistress of the cello, trans- 
formed that supposedly commonplace 
instrument into a harp of the winds 
and drew human agonies and human 
ecstacles from the stilngs. 


In Mr ITda Waldrop the piano found 


its master and yielded up its sweetest 
'symphonies. In technique as well as 
expression the accompanist proved to 
the audience what soul and education, 
when turned into one channel, can pro- 
duce. 


Miss Ruth Estelle Weston, if billed 


as a mezzo soprano, would have more 
than satisfied her audience, but the 
contralto notes, with which she wis 
credited, failed in the low, sweet tim- 
bre and penetrating, enveloping vol- 
ume that the true contralto is capable 
of affording. 


Absolute correctness of touch and 


tone marked the work of Miss BessiP 
Rosamond Fuhrer, whose violin solos 
were the products of the great com- 
posers. 


Charles H. Spro-ule, one of the best 


known ciizens of Nevada, died at his 
home at Elko yesterday morning. He 
had been ill for some time, though the 
end came suddenly, 


Mrs Sproule left the room for 
a 


noment and upon returning found her 
husband dead. 


For years Mr. Sproule was editor of 


he Elko Free Press, a powerful factor 
n the upbuilding of Elko county. At 
one time he was elected State Senator 
'rom Elko county and served his con- 
stituents well 


When his health began to fail he dis- 


posed of his newspaper ana engaged 
n a different business. He was a man 
universally lilted, always took an in- 
:erest in the upbuilding of Nevada and 
ite loss is one that will be keenly 
lelt. 


Mr. Sproule was about 50 years of 


age 
He leaves a wife and one son 


He was a member of several fraternal 
orders. The funeral arrangements are 
not announced.

Sam in Churchill County for 


Operating Ditches

One of Uncle Sam's benefactions 


that holds much in store for this sec- 
tion is the electrical generating pow- 
er house to be built on ithe main cana] 
six miles west of Fallen, for which 
the excavating^ work Is finished, says 
the Churchill Standard The building 
proper Is to be 138 1-2 feet by 49 feet 
in dimensions and something of the 
magnitude of the enterprise can. be 
gleaned from the fact that the con- 
struction work to be done by the San 
Francisco Construction Company on 
the foundations, intake, etc , Independ- 
ent of the building and 
machinery, 


will cost approximately $5000 


At the point where the power house 


is to be built the watert, of ttie main 
canal drop a distance of 26 feet. Aa 
the flow is estimated by the govern- 
ment engineers to be 1250 cubic feet 
cf wator per second, it Is figured that 
3000 horsepower can be developed by 
the modem methods that will be in- 
stalled. 


The power will find its way over a 


system of conduits that will cover 
a 


large area of country, and will be util- 
ized mainly for the operation of pumps 
that will make possible the cultiva- 
tion of lands too high to be reached 
by the gravity system In many cases 
tracts of land that are now considered 
worthless will be made productive and 
as good or better than much so-called 
bottom land. 


It is a plan of the reclamation au- 


thorities that this plant shall become 
a part of the wonderful Carson sink 
irrigation system, which, under the 
provisions of the reclamation act will 
revert to the settlers when the gov- 
ernment has been re-nnbursed for the 
actual cost of construction, and the 
ultimate good that it will accomplish 
is beyond computation.
